A committee from the newly form" 


ed Adams Couinty Library Associa- 
tion has recently taken up the mat- 
ter with the county commissioners 
of financing a traveling organization 
for this county and the commission- 
ers have expressed the opinion that 
the matter be submitted to the voters 
of the county at an election. 
The 


Act of Assembly permits the County 
Commissioners to levy a tax for li- 
brary purposes not to exceed two 
mills on the total property valuation. 
The budget has been made up for 
this year and the Commissioners de- 
sire to stay within those items as 
closely as possible. It has been es- 
timated by those interested in the for- 
mation of a county library that be- 
tween $10,000 and 
$1C-,000 would be 


required, each year for the expenses 
of starting and conducting the sys- 
tem which would be required in this 
county.

money would require about half or 
the two mills allowed by the act of 
assembly.

ness men seeking new locations will 
have none of It. The live traveling 
salesman, even, will give It a wide 
berth. Those who live in it wtll get 
away If they can.

local business is good, real estate val- 
ues are high and stable, labor is in 
demand and wages are good, the 
.streets are well lighted, the residents

Paul's congregation are wrapt in obscurity 
Tbe records are incomplete and go no fur- 
ther back than the pastorate of the Rev 
E H. Hoffheins. 
From secondary sources, 


Lowever, it is learned that the congrega- 
tion was organized in 1822 and that the 
original was a Union Church of the Re- 
formed, Lutheran and Presbyterian de- 
nominations, la 1860 the Lutherans sold 
out their interest to the Reformeds for 
$400. At that time there was only one 
Presbyterian family to represent that de- 
nomination's interest which later w«s giv- 
en to the Reformed congregation with the 
understanding that occasional services of 
Presbyterian worship be held. Tb:s lasted 
but for a brief period when, in the pastor- 
ate of the Rev. Hoffheins, the Reformed 
congregation acquired the whole interest. 
During the next pastorate, that of the Rev. 
W. F. Davis, who remained until 1872, the 
first organ was purchased. The next pas- 
tor, the Rev. Aaron Spaugler, remained 
until 1875. 
Mr. Spangler was succeeded 


by the Rev. W. Colliflower who closed his 
work in 1880 
During the next pastorate, 


that of the Rev. D U. Wolf, which closed 
in 1886, the parsonage was built. Under 
tbe next pastor, the Rev. W. H. Herbert 
the church was remodeled, the side galler 
ies removed aud the Sunday School rooa 
built at a cost of $2700 
Then came as 


pastors, the Revs. P. E. Heimer, S. P 
Mauger and Dr. W. A. Korn.

Korn's pastorate the present beautiful edi 
fice was erected and dedicated in 1912 
The pastorates following Dr. Korn's were 
those of the Revs. W. E Garrett, Nevin 
Brubaker, and Jno. W. Keener, the last 
named having moved to Easron but a few 
weeks ago The supply committee is corn- 
posed of tbe Rev. P. R. Pontius, Gettys- 
burg; the Rev. M. J. Roth, Hanover, and 
elder E. L. Wehler.
